Chicago, July 3 0 —The state rested 
its case today in the hearing of Na­ 
than Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb 
for the slaying of Robert Franks. The 
defense opened its case immediately. 
State's Attorney Crowe read 
the 
confessions of Leopold and Loeb, and 
constructed wtiat he term ed a • per­ 
fect hanging case.’’ 
In one document 
read Leopold is quoted 
as 
stating 
that he believ ed he lost his specta­ 
cles, which led to the arrests, when 
he stumbled in the dust while dispos­ 
ing of the body of Robert. 
"There is 
only one wa> 1 can think of that i 
dropped the spectacles,” Leopold said. 
“I had them in my pocket at the time 
we were carrying the bi ty to the 
culv ert. 
I stumbled and m e glasses 
m ust hav e fallen out at the time ’ 
Leopold’s confession went ov er the 
ground frequently cov ered by Crowe. 
The confession showed how the boys 
discussed the kidnaping and murder 
last Nov ember, their plans for secur­ 
ing the ransom money and the m eth­ 
od of escaping detection 
Leopold said they had no particular 
v ictim in mind, although when they 
m ade a 
"reconnoitering expedition,” 
to the playground ot 
the H arv ard 
school, John Lev inson, 9 -year-old son 
of a Chicago corporation lawyer, was 
considered. 
But as Lev inson left the 
playground 
unexpectedly, 
Leopold 
and Loeb came across Robert Franks 
and inv ited him into the car. 
At this point Leopold’s confession 
differed from Loeb’s. 
Leopold said 
he was driv ing the car and that Loeb, 
sitting in the rear seat, reached one 
arm under Robert's chin—Robert was 
sitting in the front sea t—and struck 
him ov er the head with the chisel. 
In almost ev ery other respect the con­ 
fessions are identical. 
Loeb s confes­ 
sion giv es as the reason for the m ur­ 
der the desire for excitement, adv en­ 
ture and a “little money.” 
Chief Counsel Darrow of the de­ 
fense intim ated he would place Leo­ 
pold and Loeb on the stand. 
In his 
determ ination to leav e no stone un­ 
turned in the light to sav e them from 
the gallows, Darrow said he was pre­ 
pared to put 
011 the witness stand the 
boy’s parents, their friends and the 
boys themselv es.

SLAYERS LIKELY TO TESTIFY 


Confessions of the Two Youths Read 
by State’s 
Attorney 
Crowe, 
Who 
Claim He Has Constructed a “Per­ 
fect 
Hanging 
C ase”— Darrow Inti­ 
m ates He May Put Parents of Slay­ 
ers on the 
Stand— Developments. 


Chicago, July 30.—The state rested 
Us case today in the hearing of Na­ 
than Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb 
for the slaying of Robert Franks. The 
defense opened its case immediately. 
State's Attorney Crowe read 
the 
confessions of Leopold and Loeb, and 
constructed what lie termed a "per­ 
fect hanging case/' 
Iu one document 
read Leopold is quoted 
as 
stating 
that he believed he lost his specta­ 
cles, which led to the arrests, when 
he stumbled in the dust while dispos­ 
ing of the body ai Robert. 
There is 
only one wa> I can think of that I 
dropped tilt specta< les," Leopold said. 
"I had them iii my pocket at the time 
we were tarrying the b> iy to the 
culvert. 
I stumbled and th© glasses 
must have fallen out at tho time ” 
Leopold’s confession went over the 
ground frequently covered by Crowe. 
The confession showed how the boys 
discussed the kidnaping and murder 
last November, their plans for secur­ 
ing the ransom money aud the meth­ 
od of escaping detection. 
Leopold said they had no particular 
victim in mind, although when they 
made a “reconnoitering expedition.” 
to the playground ot the Harvard 
school, John Levinson, 9-year-old son 
of a Chicago corporation lawyer, was 
considered. 
But as Levinson left the 
playground 
unexpectedly, 
Leopold 
and Loeb came across Robert Franks 
aud invited him into the car. 
At this point Leopold’s confession 
differed from Loebs. 
Leopold said 
he was driving the car and that Loeb, 
sitting in the rear seat, reached one 
arni under Robert s chin 
Robert was 
sitting iii tile front seat 
and struck 
him over the head with the chisel. 
In almost every other respect tile con­ 
fessions are identical. 
Loeb s confes­ 
sion gives as the reason for the mur­ 
der the desire for excitement, adven­ 
ture and a “little money.” 
Chief Counsel Darrow of the de­ 
fense intimated he w'ould place Leo­ 
pold and Loeb on the stand. 
In his 
determination to leave no stone un­ 
turned in the light to save them from 
the gallows, Darrow' said he was pre­ 
pared to put on the witness stand the 
boy’s parents, their friends and the 
boys themselves.

Pina! Report of Tariff Commission on 
Costs of Sugar Production Delayed, 
the Senator Says, by Sugar People 
Bringing 
Pressure 
“Through 
the 
Highest Official Channels of This 
Government.” 


Washington, July 30.—Senator Rob­ 
ert M La Follette, independent can­ 
didate for president, issued a state­ 
ment here charging that representa­ 
tives of the sugar interests have de­ 
layed the final report of the United 
States tariff commission on the costs 
oi sugar production by bringing pres­ 
sure 
"through 
the 
highest 
official 
channels ot this government.” 
La Follette alleged that the sugar 
interests have attempted to 
intimi­ 
date members of the tariff commis­ 
sion and otherwise obstruct the ac­ 
tion of that body. 
The commission’s report is expect­ 
ed to recommend a 25 per cent revi­ 
sion downward on the tax on import­ 
ed raw sugar. 
This would mean a 
reduction to the sugar consumers of 
the country, it is pointed out. 
The La Follette statement refers 
to persistent rumors that the report 
of the tariff commission on the costs 
of production of sugar to determine 
whether the present duties on sugar 
should be raised or lowered under the 
tiexible provisions of the tariff act, 
was ready to be made public. 
“Rut 
for some unexplained reason the re­ 
port has been withheld,” said La Fol­ 
lette. 
"It is well known that repre­ 
sentatives of the sugar interests have 
been very busy in Washington active­ 
ly using every influence and device 
to delay the completion of the inves-

France to

London,

30.—Yielding 
her 
rights to separate action. Franc© will 
propose to offer the military evacua­ 
tion of the Ruhr in October, accord­ 
ing to reports published here. 
France is said to have yielded un­ 
der pressure 
from

American- 
British banking group. 
This is re­ 
garded as the turning point in the 
interallied 
reparations 
conference 
which now only awaits a formal offer 
from France to this machinery of the 
experts’ plan. 
It is stated that in return, France 
w'ants absolute priority to the first 
26 billion gold francs 
collected 
as 
reparations 
under 
the 
Dawes-Mc- 
Kenna plan. The figure named by the 
French covers the remaining cost of 
restoring the French devastated re­ 
gions. 
The proposal is certain to arouse 
a storm of protest from the Belgians,

ANTHRAX SPREADING 


Federal and State Officials Move to 
Check Disease In South. 
Memphis, Tenn.. July 30.—Spread 
of anthrax in Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Arkansas has engaged the atten­ 
tion of federal and

officials. 
| More than a score of persons and ap- 
j proximately 7,000 head of cattle are 
reported to have died of the disease. 
Reports indicated a serious situation 
in Mississippi and Arkansas, while 
certain 
small 
areas in Tennessee, 
Louisiana and Missouri were said to 
be infected 
Governor Henry L. Whitfield 
of 
Mississippi said 25 counties in that 
state had infected herds and 
that 
about 16 persons had died. 
The su­ 
perintendent of the state health de­ 
partment at Jackson said, however, 
that only six deaths had been report­ 
ed officially. 
Arkansas reported 20 infected coun­ 
ties, with a death list of six or eight 
persons. 
Five counties in Tennessee 
are infected, the state veterinarian I 
reported.

to

discipline. 
Contrary to popular belief, a baby 
seal Is as helpless in Hie w ater at 
birth as a human baby would be. 
It 
must be taught to swim and instruct­ 
ed in all the lore of seal life, includ­ 
ing how to hunt food and escape its 
enemies. 
Charles Coach, who has made hair 
seal hunting 
a 
business for years, 
says he has watched a mother seal 
teaching her baby 
to swim. 
The 
mother would flounder out on the rook­ 
ery, gather the baby under her flipper 
and slip carefully into the water. Sus­ 
pending the baby on her flipper, she 
would bark, grunt whine and wheedle 
to indicate what was desired. 
If the 
baby refused to perform, it was effec­ 
tively spanked with the mother’s flip­ 
per. The young seal gradually learns 
to swim by floundering a few strokes 
at a time, with the mother snatching 
it from danger every time it becomes 
exhausted or starts to sink. 
Some of the beachcombers adopt 
baby seals as pets. 
They become as 
faithful as dogs and, lf one decides 
to banish them, are as hard to get 
rid of as cats. An instance was cited 
where a baby sea! was taken out to 
sea in the hope that It would reunite 
with its herd. 
About midnight there 
was a plaintive wall at the cabin door. 
Like the traditional cat, the seal had 
some hack. 
Ile howled until he was 
admitted to the family circle and fed 
a piece of fish.

Oklahoma City, Okla.—Payment for 
6,000,000 acres of land in Oklahoma, 
once designated as a "leased district,” 
that now has a value of probably 
$200,000,000, Is to be asked of the 
United 
States 
government 
by 
the 
Chickasaw 
Indians, 
according 
to 
Douglas H. Johnston, governor of the 
Chickasaw nation, who returned re­ 
cently from Washington, where he re­ 
mained for six months looking after 
the interests of his people. 
In a controversy, out of which a suit 
for payment will grow, are involved a 
doubtful construction of a treaty made 
In 1866 between the Chickasaws and 
the United States government and the 
pride of race exhibited by the Chicka­ 
saws when they 
declined to adopt 
freedom—negroes 
who 
have 
been 
slaves of the Indians—as members of 
the tribe, a consequence of which is 
that the Chickasaws have remained 
singularly free from Intermixture with 
j the negro race. 
Were Lease Contracts. 
The leased district, In what later 
was 
Oklahoma 
territory, 
covered 
lands once occupied by the Wichita 
and affiliated tribes. Tile Chickasaws 
hold that contracts covering It were 
lease contracts. 
This was an opinion 
expressed by the Court of Claims 
when the matter first was appealed. 
The United States 
Supreme 
court, 
however, beld that contracts involved 
conveyances and that the lands were 
sold. 
The area was regarded by the 
government as public domain and sold 
to settlers for many millions of dol­ 
lars. 
“Tinder the treaty of 1866,” says 
Governor Johnston, “the Chickasaws 
and Croctaws ‘ceded’ these western 
lands to the United States for certain 
specific 
purposes. 
These 
purposes 
were, among other things, for the set­ 
tlement of friendly Indians, for the 
removal of Chickasaw and Choctaw 
freedmen and the settlement of such 
members of the tribe as might desire 
to remove thereto.
